Claim 1 IS rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Nishabayashi 
6969356. 

The applied reference has a common inventor and assignee with the instant 
application. Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it 
constitutes prior art under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) 
might be overcome either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 .1 32 that any invention 
disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the inventor of this 
application and is thus not the invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing 
under 37 CFR 1.131. 

The examiner further notes that Nishibayashi is an intervening reference 
between applicant's foreign priority date and US filing date. If applicant were to perfect 
the foreign priority by filing a certified translation of the priority document into English, 
this rejection would be withdrawn, 

Claim 1 is rejected in that Nishibayashi shows a device with the first and second 
cuffs 26 and 28, a shielding member 30, and a slideable separating member 38 
preventing sliding contact of the bladder from member 30. The examiner notes that the 
fact that Nishabayashi calls member 38 a shield and not member 30, does not preclude 
reading member 30 as a shield and member 38 as the sliding member. 
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Claims 2-13 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 2-1 3 are objected to in that none of the art shows the materials for the 
shield or the sliding member, arranged with respect to the two bags in the manner 
recited. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Blessinger, Tomita, and Knoblich all show devices with multiple cuffs.
